The bullet which Mrs. Delfah Mudd of 
2126 Olive street said she fired merely 
to frighten a man who was prowling in 
the back yard of her home last Thurs- 
day night, caused the death at the city 
hospital Monday morning of Chester 
Pryor, 54 years old, of Lewiston, Ill. 

“I am dreadfully sorty,’’ said Mrs.

He 
visited her in jail after an information 
charging her with assault to kill had 
been issued and told her he would make 
an effort to obtain her release on bond. 
Held Till. After Inquest. 

After Pryor’s death it was decided that 
bond for Mrs. Mudd would not be ac- 
cepted until an inquest had been held, 
This is set for Tuesday. 

Whatever the finding of a Coroner’s 
jury may be, the case will be reviewed 
by the Circuit Attorney. If the evidence 
thows that Mrs. Mudd believed the man 
to be a prowler when she shot at him, 
she probably will be released, the police 
belleve, as was done in the recent case 
of Thomas Gerhart, who shot and killed 
8 negro burglar who had invaded the 
Gerhart home.

J. Phillip Hoffmann Borrowed 
$1000 From Wife and Some

At Hearing Bankrupt Wears

J. Philip Hofmann, known as “the 
butcher-banker” of 2301 Howard 
street who has spent practically all 
of $66,000 entrusted to him by friends 
and neighbors, admitted Monday that 
his own son and wife are also among 
the debtors he can’t pay. 

He owes the son $200 which he bor- 
rowed from the young man’s savings 
on a salary of $15 a week, having 


traded in to the son a grocery at 
Pleasant and Penrose streets at $300 
of a total $500 debt. 

Borrows $1000 From Wife. 
The debt of $1000 to the wife came 
about when Referee in Bankruptcy 
Coles asked ‘him about an arrangement 
to open a savings account at the Cass 
Avenue Bank, . 
“T had borrowed about $1000 from my 
wife,” he explained, “and thought of 
starting a savings account with $100 to 
pay her back. But I. never deposited 
any money toward this fund.” 
About 2% creditors, most of them wom- 
en, were in Coles’ office when the hear- 
ing was resumed. None of them spoke 
to the grocer, who sat with bowed head. 
Hoffman apparently wa suffering 
greatly from nervousness and his an- 
swers to questions came haltingly. 


Wears Weorn Clothing. 
He was wearing a worn pair of gray 


trousers, a worn black coat and a low 
collar in which was a worn tile. His 
hands trembled as he frequently stroked 
hic face with them. 

He said he had been in business 
here 28 years and that he began bor- 
rowing to build a house his second 
year. He said most of his finghcial 
troubles had followed his endorse- 
ment of $8000 worth of notes for a 
man. named. Buschart,.most of which 
he had to pay. 

He said he kept most of his books 
in his head. His ‘son, Philip Jr., did 
try to keep books for awhile, but 
gave it-up in June because accounts 


were g0 badly muddled. 
He put Philip in charge of the Pen- 


rose street store, he said, at a salary 
of $15 a week and rent free. When he 
found he owed the bay $500, back salary 
and money borrowed, he turned over 
the store in part payment. 

Checks aggregating $14,000 to the Cass 
Avenue Bank were shown him. He said 
that when he would renew ane of the 
Buschart notes he would pay $100 and 
give a note for the rest, but that to 
make the transactions regular, he would 
give his check for the full amount of 
the note, 

Hofmann’s liabilities are placed at $66,- 
000 and his assets at. $3000, most of 
which, it is said, cannot be realized on. 
Several times as he talked Hofmann 
shook his head ia a dazed way. He was 
unable to explain what he had done 
with all the money he borrowed, x- 
cept that he feels In some way that in- 
terest and the appreciation in value of 
property in which he spéculated had 
eaten it up. 

Finally, referee Cole declared he 
couldn’t make head or tail of the case 
from the information at hand and di- 
rected Hofmann to prepare a list cf 
his investments as well as he could re- 
member them. 

Old Friend Tells Experience.

I don't 
know where all this money has gone 
to. 

“Hie was getting $155 a month rent 
from those houses around there. I tried 
to keep track of those real estate spec- 
ulations he told me about, and I don’ t 
think he could have lost over $600 or 
3700. I went to him about a year 
ago about my note and asked him if ne 
couldn’t pay it or some of it. He said 
he would, but was trying to put his 
son in business. I thought he was a 
good man, like everybody else did 
around there, so I told him all right, 
he could go ahead. He never told us 
the condition he was in.”

Trust Site Makes Use of 


Caissons Necessary. 
Men will have to work under heavy 
air pressure and 70 feet below the level 
vi the street in putting down the tounaa- 
tions of the new structure on the Com-. 
monwealth Trust Co. site, at Olive street 
and Broadway. 
The necessity for the use of caissons 
in sinking the piers for this 29-story 
building, the tallest in St. Louis, just 
has been demonstrated by the excava- 
tion of what is known to contractors as 
a test hole.’’ 
Using the ordinary methods of digging, 
the James Stewart Contracting Co., 
which will construct: the building, has 
found that a layer of quicksand under- 
lies the upper strata of clay and gravel 
and that the piers cannot be put down. 
without using compressed air. 
The excavation for the foundation has 
been delayed pending the arrival of the 
caisson equipment in St. Louis and only 
a few men are being employed to cart 
away the top dressing of clay. 
It was reported the first hole sunk for 
a foundation pier had been “‘lost.” This, 
in contractors’ parlance, means the dig- 
ging was interfered with by a sudden 
inrush of quicksand, which made it nec- 
essary to abandon the excavation. 
L. A. Meyer, purchasing agent for the 
Stewart compahy, said Monday the re- 
port that the first hole had been lost 
was not technically correct. 
-“Tt was merely a test hole,” he said.

—— Oct. 7.—Charles Becker, 
formerly in command as Lieutenant of a 
“strong-arm equad” of the New York 
Police Department, was placed in trial 
for his life this afternoon on an indict- 
ment charging him with the murder of 
the gambler, Herman Rosenthal. The 
first talesman examined, Philip Herr- 
lich, was challenged peremptorily by the 
prosecution because he formerly had 
been a policeman. : 

Much of the seseion had been taken up 
with the selection of the extraordinary 
grand jury which will hear all the 
phases of the Rosenthal case. Becker 
and the six men indicted with him were 
brought into court, District Attorney 
Whitman moved that the trial of Beck- 
er proceed separately. His motion was 
granted, Mrs. Becker was in court when 
the procéedings opened. The room was 
jammed to suffocation and a great 
crowd surged through the corridors. 

John F. McIntyre, Becker’s counsel, 
early In the day asked Justice Goff to 
adjourn the hearing because of the ill- 
ness of John W. Hart, associate coun- 
sel. Justice Goff denied the motion, 
and then proceeded with the selection 
of the grand jury. Fifty of those sum- 
moned for service: having failed to ap- 
pear, the grand jury panel was ex- 
hausted after 21 of the 28 required had 
been selected. Ju8tice Goff said this 
number was sufficient, and after swear- 
ing in the jurors, dismissed them for 
two weeks.

Sam H. Cole, who says he uses co- 


caine in order to help trap the a who 
Sell it, caused the police to raid a room 


at 818 Clark avenue Monday morning 
and arrest four men, said to be under 
the influence of the drug. 

Robert Greer, 4 years 
charged with selling cocaine. The men 
arrested with him were his roomate, 
Rictfard Jones, 40 years old; James T. 
Dineen, 40, who says he has no home, 
and Joseph Lefebre, 37, of M11 North 
Seventh street. Greer and Lefebre are 
lame. Lefebre is held as a witness on 
Cole’s statement to Patrolman O’Con- 
nell that Lefebre purchased the drug for 
bim from Greer. 

The police say Cole represented him- 
self as an assistant to A. H. Lawrence, 
-a special investigator for the Board of 
Health. Cole told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he represented the Health De- 
partment and had been engaged in a 
crusade against St. Louis cocaine sellers 
since last January.

Cole had in his possession an eighth 
of an ounce of cocaine in a bottle, about 
a dozen morphine tablets, four little 
cardboard boxes containing cocaine and 
four hypodermic syringes for injecting 
rubcotaneous doses of a morphine so- 
lution. All the articles, he said, were 
taken at Greer’s room.

_ NLINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 7. 
OV. WILSON lost his hat in 
the auditorium here, and 
sent Walter Measday, his 
secretary, to search for St. 

“Perhaps you left it in the ring, 
Governor,” remarked Dudley Field 
Malone. 

“Here.” said Bryan, “if my shoes 
fit you, may hat should.” 

’ Then the Nebraskan put his big 
slouch hat down over the ears of 
the presidentia] nominee. 

“No, no,” said*the Governor, as 
he glanced at Bryan’s bald spot, 
‘you are more likely to catch cold 
than I am.” 

“Then,” said Bryan, “how will 
this do?” He pulled from his pock- 
et’a traveling cap, and placed it on 
the Governor's head. Wilson's hat 
was recovered later.

No sleight of hand performer ever 
performed more mysterious tricks with 
his hands than protectionists have per- 
formed with words. But the reign of 
deception has reached an end. The jug- 
gling and the jugglers have been ex- 
posed, and an indignant people are gird- 
ing themselves for a great task. They 
are preparing to take the Government 
out of the hands of those who have 
used it, as a private asset In business; 
they are ready to restore control of the 
“fovernment to the people to whom the 
Government belongs. 

Wilson Worthy to Lead, 

Our tariff laws are no longer to be 
written by the few who have been the 
beneficiaries of protection, but by the 
many who have been the victims of high 
tariff rates, and, with the driving of the 
exploiters and their lobbyists from the 
halls of Congress, the country will have 
a new birth of political freedom. Patriot- 
ism will again become an unselfish sen- 
timent: and not a sordid and calculating 
desire for pecuniary profit. 

Gov. Wilson has shown himself to be 
worthy to lead the great fight for lower 
tariffs. In his discussion of the sub- 
ject he has taken the side of the people 
as against those who have been prey- 
ing upon them and he has given con- 
clusive proof of his earnestness in his 
opposition to the nomination of ex-Sen- 
ator Smith, who, when in the Senafs 
two decades ago, was instrumental i 
preventing the reduction of the tariff 
which the people then’demanded.

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Heir to $50,000 — Traced 
by Stained Uniform and Fol- 
lowed by Bloodhounds. 


QUINCY, m. Oct. 7.—Ray Pran- 
schmidt was today arrested for murder 
in connection with the Pfanschmidt 


gquadruple murder case. The formal 


charge is that of the murder of Blanche 


Pfanschmidt, sister of the accused young 
man. The prisoner is 23 years of age. 

On the morning of Sept. 29:the bodies 
of Charles A. Pfansechmidt, Mrs. Ma- 
thilda Pfanschmidt, their daughter, 
Blanch, and Emma Kaempen, were 
found in the burning ruins of the Pfan- 
schmidt home, 12 miles soutHeast of 
Quincy. The condition of the bodies 
Lroved conclusively that the four per- 
sons had been murdered and had not 
burned to death. 

Suspicion at once fell on Ray Pfan- 
schmidt, the only surviving. member of 
the family. e Pfanschmidts were 
well insured of the estate is estimat- 
ed at $50,000. Bespite the fact that de- 
tectives from all parts of the country 
came to investigate the crime, nv ar- 
rests were made last week. State’s At- 
torney Gilmer insisted that not enough 
evidence existed to arrest Pfanschmidt 
or any other person. 

Today unusual evidence was discov- 
ered in an accidental manner. J. L. 
Frese, who lives north of Quincy, near 
the railroad canstruction camp where 
Ray Pfanschmidt was employed, was 
making improvements on his place. He 
moved into a shed and under it he dis- 
covered a stained khaki uniform. Pfan- 
schmidt has generally worn such a uni- 
form. The bloodhounds last Monday 
followed Pfanschmidt’s buggy from the 
scene of the murder to the camp. Cin 
this evidence the young man was today 
taken into custody.

system as it now exists and outline the 
tariff system as it should be, while the 
Republicans not only refuse'to discuss 
the Democratic position as it really is, 
but they even refuse to discuss the 
present tariff situation. 

Both Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt 
cling to the protective system, and the 
language which they employ is the same 
that has been employed by the defend- 
«rs of that system for half a genera- 
tion. 


When the protective system was first 
established it was defended on the the- 
ory that it was a national necessity; 
that we shculd encourage infant indus- 
tries until they got upon their: feet, or 
until they had time to demonstrate their 
ability to maintain themselves. It was 
admitted in the early days by the most 
ardent champions of the system that 
the protection should not be continued 
if, after a sufficient trial, it was found 
that the industry could not, when es- 
tablished, maintain itself in the face 
of open competition with the world. 

This was protection when it was first 
introduced, and when its original appeal 
was made to the patriotism of the coun- 
try. But that was long ago, and we 
hear nothing more of that kind of pro- 
tection or protection based upon that 
theory. Before the war the fallacy 
of protective arguments was shown up, 
and the system was overthrown. The 
reyenue tariff . adopted in the ’4s 

worked so well that thé firat Repub- 
ican national platform—the platform 
of 1856—never mentioned protection as 
@ matter worthy of consideration, and 
the renewal of a high tariff in 1961 was 
advocated, not upon the theory of pro- 
tection, but on the ground that more 
revenue Was necessary to carry on the 
war.

More than 15,000 persons will hear Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson's Speech in the Coli- 
seum Wednesday night, according to 
forecasts issued by the Democratic or- 
ganizations in charge of arrangements 
Monday. Hundreds of visitors from 
every county in the eastern half of the 
State are expected, while the Demo- 
cratic ward comimtteemer said a great 
majority of the Democratic voters of 
their wards were eager to get to the 
Coliseum in time to hear the speech. 

The problem of handling the crowd is 
worrying the arrangements committees. 
Secretary O’Donnell of the Democratic 
City Committee said that fully 20,000 
men who march in the torchlight parade 
will not get to the Coliseum in time to 
get seats in the hall. The marchers will 
pass into the Coliseum and then march 
out again. The overflow meetings will 
be addressed by Democratic State candi- 
dates, and by Speaker Champ Clark, 
while Gov. Wilson is delivering his 
speech inside. 


Some to Ride Horseback. 

The marching clubs will form on 
Twelfth street, and on Jefferson avenue 
north and south of the Coliseum. Big 
delegations of marchers from St. Louis 
County and East St. Louls will come 
in on horseback, all carrying torchlights. 

National Committeeman ‘Goltra placed 
orders with eyery torchlight factory in 
the country to get an adequate supply. 
He ordered 16,000 torches, but the de- 
mand for them has been so great he cut 
down the City Committee’s allotment 
from, 12,000 to 10,000.

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Berry and Honeywell ‘to Repre- 
sent St. Louis and K. C. in 
International Contest. 


Capt. John Berry and Lieut. Harry EB. 
Honeywell, St. Louis aeronauts, will 


Louisa for Stuttgart, Germany, where 
the International balloof race for the 
James Gordon Bennett Cup will start 
Oct. 27. This race has been held twice 
in St. Louis. 

Capt. Berry left for New York Sun- 
day at noon. Lieut. Honeywell will

President Charles F. Wenneker of the 
Million Populatfon Club and the organ- 
ization’s secretary, Colin MA. Selph, with 
a committeé of members, saw Capt. 
Berry off at the Union Station and pre- 
serted him with a United States flag 
and the colors of the club, which will 
be his ensigns during the flight. In 
case he is victor, members of the club 
will go to New York in a special train 
to welcome him. 

This will be Honeywell's second trip 
to Europe. «After the battle of Manila 
Bay, in which’'he was an officer on 
Admiral Dewey’s flagship, the St. Louis 
eeronaut accompanied Dewey on his 
triumphal return trip via the Continent. 
Honeywell says he will give his spare 
time to the rare paintings in London 
and Paris, works of art being one of his 
hobbies. 

Year’s Important —— Event. 

The international balloon race is the 
chief aerostatic event of the year. When 
the aerial classic was started in 1909 
from Berlin, a balloon: manned by A, 
tiolland Forbes and Augustus Post burst 
at a height of 1000 feet. The Basket 
plunged through a roof, but the Ameri- 
cans were uninjured. At the same race 
a balloon piloted by another American 
dropped into the North Sea, but the 
crew Was rescued. When the event was 
last held in St. Louis, in 1910, Alan R. 
Hawley and Augustus Post set a rec- 
ord in contests for the cup by a flight 
to Canada. 

Honeywell was winner of the elimina- 
tion race in Kansas City this summer. 
Watts made the second longest flight. 
The withdrawal of the balloon from Cin- 
einnati and of a second entry from the 
Million Population’ Club made way for 
Capt. Berry, Who wag fifth in the race. 
In the international race, Berry will 
represent St. Louis and Honeywell Kan- 
sas City.

Buyer for Hotels Asserts They 
Must Charge More, but Fam- 
ilies Can Simplify Diet.

FOOD IS UP 25 PER CENT 


Using Flank Instead of Porter- 
house Will Cut Household 
Expenses, He Declares. 


John D. Tellman, expert buyer of food, 
stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day his conclusions on the high cost of 
living problem for St. Louis house- 
wives, which, he said, is substantially 
‘the same as the problem which hotels 


ij have to solve. 


Tellman is chief purchaser of food for 
the Jefferson and the Planters hotels, 
As told in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, those 
hotels. have lately increased the prices 
of beeksteak and chicken: 25 per cent to 
diners in their cafes. These increases, 
he etated,. were forced by the increased 
cost of meat to the hotels. 

Hotel guests must have what they or- 
der, #0 there is nothing for the hotels 
to do, Tellman says, but to pay more 
end charge more. 

But with ‘families, he declared, the 
problem is different. They have at least 
the choice between sticking to the old 
requirements and paying the advanced 
prices, and modifying and simplifying 
their diet, at a reduced cost. 


Meat Only Once a Da 
“Take the item of chicken,’’ "he said. 


‘Five years ago we paid from 13 to 14 
cents a pound for chicken. Now we pay 
24 cents. Bacon used to te 19 cents 
a pound. Now it is 29 cents. Ham has 
gone up 10 per cent. Five years ago we 
thonght 21 cents a pound for butter was 
a good price. Now we pay 3 cents. 
Eggs have increased from 21 to 22 cents 
a dozen to 29 cents. Of course, they 
will be higher later in the year. At 
one time last winter we paid 55 cents a 
dozen for eggs. 

“With the exception of canned goods 
and green vegetables, practically every- 
thing served at a hotel table or in a 
home has increased from 20 to 35 -per 
cent in the past five years. Some canned 
goods have also increased, but very 
few. 

“However, it is not vegetables or 
canned goods which increases the cost 
of food bills. It is meat. A few years 
ago nearly every American family had 
meat three times a day. Most of them 
keep it up, and it is driving many 
homes into bankruptcy. The Wage éarn- 
er cannot afford meat three times a 
day. He does not need it. It does not 
increase his health or strength, and if 
he will understand that he will be as 
strong and healthy by eating meat once 
a day, and cereals and vegetables the 
other meals, he will soon discover that 
his cost of living is reduced about % 
per cent. 


Decrease tn Production. 
“There aré too many families which 


eat porterfiowse and the finest cuts 
of sirloin steak. If the housewife wohld 
buy the flank meat and the cheayjer 
<uts and study her cook book, she 
would find that many an apjéetizing 
meal can be prepared from what ire 
generally considered the inferior cuts 
of meat. They are as nourishing and 
prepared properly taste as good. 

“Any housewife by writing to ‘he 
Agricultural Department can obtain a 
book showing the use to which every 
portion of the meat of every food ini- 
mal can be put, and giving her receiots 
for preparing these meats. If the 
housewife will do this she can decrease 
her table cost.

AVOID DANGERS OF 
CHANGING SEASONS

EARLY, during the period when 
the changes of seasons occur, 
there are many persons who fall 
ill altogether need@lessly, by rea- 

son of sheer neglect to take proper care 

of themselves. Formerly it was believed 
that the periods of the year when winter 
changes into spring and summer and 
again when summer turns into fall and 


winter contained within themselves a 


certain mysterious something which 
was responsible for all the ills of man- 
kind. But wé know better now, 

It is well known that the atmospheric 


| changes which occur in the spring and 


autumn cannot by themselves bring on 
disease: It is the sudden change in the 
habits of living that is chiefly responsi- 
ble for the coincidence of ill health. 

‘ Take the fall, for instance, when the 
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summer is changing into winter. Dur- 
ing. the summer people are habitually 
out of doors as much as possible. They 
wear light clothing and engage in @ 
great variety é¢ outdoor exercises. As & 
rule people eat more moderately in the 
summer than in the winter. 

Now, as soon as the raily and cooler 
weather comes on, most people begin to 
keep themselves within the four walls 
of their homes. They spend part of 
their spare time-in stuffy, il-ventilated 
places of amusement. This sudden 
change from an abundance of fresh air 
and exercise to a fe of inactivity and 
confiment is very prejudicial to health. 
It is this that is largely responsible for 
the many coughs, the colds, grip and 
bronchitis in the autumn. 

The first secret, therefore, of avoiding 
the danger of ill health during changes 
of season is not to deprive one’s self of 
an ordinary amount of exercise in the 
open air. Keep out in the open as much 
as is consistent with comfort, and avoid 
hot and stuffy rooms in the winter. 

Do not hasten to make changes of 
clothing on the first cool day. It is wise 
to waft till the season has advanced 
sufficiently to make the change perma- 
nent.

Of Ari- 
azona’s 72,882,000 acres only 000 were 


capable of being cultivated. There were 
vast deserts, there was almost no rain. 
Fierce beasts and fiercer redskins 
scourged the entire tract. 

The scienee of irrigation, that has 
since made large stretches ef Arigons 
blossom like the rose, was unknown. 
There were no ad ethods for 
getting at the w » Wealth . of 
gold, silver, copper and prec stones 
with which the district was so bounti- 
fully supplied.’ And Arizona remained 
practically a desert waste. It was nom- 
inally a part of Mexico. But Mexico 
did nothing to develop it. 

After the Mexican War all of Afizona 
north of the Gila River was ceded to 
the United States, and later, by the 
Gadsden Purchase, the rest of the fu- 
ture State was acquired. When the
